IN A MAN-O'-WAR. 


Mr Robarts HarDer Intorestlnely 


Tells of a Trip Around the World. 
The Star Course entertainment last 


night was a lecture by Mr K^bart. Har- 
per, of London, Bng., dpon the subiect 
"Around ttie World in a Man-o'-War," 
sod a large audience b»d the pleasure of 
hearing his graphic descriptioos and of 
leeing some very realistic and handsome 
itereopticon vew«.
